A 
large number of suggestions were 
made for the extension of the' lay- 
men K work, fcjut the one of greatest 
scope was outltned-as, follows: 
To organize at the close of the war 
a World -Laymen's Missionary Move- 
ment, a federation of the National 
Movements of Christendom and also 
of mission lands, and to assist in this' 
arrange'for the visitation of these 
countries by missions of strong lay- 
men and ministers to'confer with the 
Christian leaders 
of these nations. 
The war- has widely separated the
